The 
question of household serv ice, say s 
the Kansas City Star, is the con­ 
tinuing paramount issue in Ameri 
can domestic economy . 
A n y sug­ 
gestion 
which may serv e to bring 
about a more perfect state of do­ 
mestic felicity than is now possible 
is worthy of serious consideration 
Mr. T. B. Gefow, 
the state em­ 
ploy ment agent of Kansas, has re­ 
commended to the legislature in his 
recent report the establishment of 
a domestic economy department in 
the public schools of the state. 
In 
support of the suggestion the good 
work accomplished by the manual 
training schools is cited.

World, hav ing more influence in 
arousing public thought on this 
great v ital question than any other 
utterance in congress or elsewhere 
has had in a long time. 
He dis­ 
passionately points out the ev ils 
that ex ist and the dangers that 
threaten. 
He sounds a sane warn­ 
ing. 
He makes a mov ing appeal 
to sense. 
Many who hare thought 
little upon this question will, be­ 
cause of this speech, think more 
upon it and more correctly and to 
the point. 
But, after all, the real 
thing which is slowly but surely 
arousing the minds of the people 
of this country to the trust ques­ 
tion is the practical, ev ery day , 
closely -felt operations of the trust 
methods. 
The ex tortion and injus­ 
tice put upon the people is arous­ 
ing them as no words, howev er 
wise, and no warning, howev er 
terrible, can do. 
Millions of men 
in this country , who cannot be 
reached through their rrinds, are 
ex ceedingly tender in the region of 
their pockets. 
They quickly re- 


Tuk first bijl introduced into the 
senate is one, judged by its title, 
that should be passed, say s the Mo- 
berly Monitor. 
Its author is Sena­ 
tor Lee, of Carter county , and its 
purposes are defined as a bill “ to 
prov ide for the annual ex amina­ 
tion of the books, accounts, state­ 
ments and settlements of county 
officers and others and to prov ide 
for the appointment of an ex pert 
accountant for that purpose.”
